the Slaughter. 
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[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .]} 

Springfield, Ill., May 8.—[Spectal.]—The 
republican house organization fell asleep 
at the switch this evening and the democratic 
wild cat engine ran over the pure food bill. 
A number of important provisions are dead, 
many are fatally injured, and the bill is full 
of large holes. 

It was a plain case of beirfge asleep at the 
switch and no coroner’s jury will be neces- 
sary to fix the blame on republican mem- 
bers who conceived the idea that they had 
the democrats tied up in the repair shop, and 
who, happy in that idea of things, made their 
regular Friday afternoon pilgrimage to their 
homes. 

These desertions gave the minority side of 
the house control of the situation and the 
minority members proceeded to fix the pure 
food bill up as they thought it ought to look. 


Shurtleff’s Work Undone. 


Happily for the republican organization 
the damage is not beyond remedy. The 
democratic ideas can be taken out either in 
the senate or in the house next week on 
reconsideration. The democratic amend- 
ments go a long ways towards putting the 
bill back in the form in which it was when 
it gained notoriety because of the question- 
able practices which had been employed tn 
handling it. They undo much of the work 
which Speaker Shurtleff and representatives 
of the pure food department had done In. en- 
deavoring to straighten out the measure so 
as to remove it from the list of “ special 
session provocations.” 

All the declarations of standards have been. 
put back, the whisky provisions have been 
changed, an amendment which the organiza- 
_ tion wanted to put in for the benefit of grain 
raisers has been killed, and a majority of 
the republican members are entirely at sea 
as to what other changes may have been 
made by the numerdéus other amendments 
which were thrown into the. measure. 

The defeat of the majority side of the house 
was about as conspicuous a drubbing as ever 
has been handed it by the minority. It was 
made possible by the complacency of repub- 
licdn members and by their refusal to obey 
the requests of the speaker and Representa- 
tive Lindly, chairman of the steering com- 
mittee, who in asking them to stay for the 
afternoon and night session had warned them. 
of the danger to which their absence would 
subject the measures. 


Democrats Stay on the Job. 


Democratic members simply had to stay in 
Springfield. They are sitting on the lid to 
keep the local option bill from getting out to 
a third reading and roll. call. So long as they 
sit tight the bill can’t come up, and they did 
not dare leave the hall of representatives so 
long as the house was in session. 

‘hey were entirely prepared for any flank 
movements which the republicans might 
make and had reason to expect that if many 
of their number disappeared there would be 
a sudden influx of republicans and that the 
Jocal option bill would be called up and 
passed. 

Many republican members, rejoicing in this 
state of affairs which kept almost the entire 
democratic side of the house sitting through 
the humdrum of a morning, afternoon, and 
night session of the house on Friday, packed 
their grips and departed for their homes. 

The pure food bill finally had been putin 
shape by the republican organization and 
late in the afternoon session Mr. Lindly called 
it up, not anticipating serious democratic op- 
position or quite realizing that the republi- 
can control of the house had been lost. 


Take Amending Job from Lindly. 


He started to submit the amendments 
which had been agreed to. One was to re- 
store the provision allowing 15 per cent of 
glucose in jellies and jams, providing the 
amount of glucose was stated on the label 
He explained that this amendment was in the 
interest of the corn products companies of 
Illinois, that the state had the great major- 
ity of the country’s establishments in this 
line of food production, and the amendment 
was a fair and proper one. 

The democrats opposed this, but were de- 
feated on a rising vote. Then Mr. Lindly en- 
deavored to amend the bill in another par- 
ficular by‘ striking out the prohibition 
against the coloring or fumigation of grain. 
Grain Inspector Scott Cowen had demanded 
this in the interest of grain raisers, who, he 
said, without authority to treat their grain, 
would be heavy losers. 

On this amendment the democratic side de- 
scended like a ton of brick and knocked it 
flat. That was the first Tidication that they 
had control They appreciated the fact and 
took the amending job out of Mr. Lindly’s 
-hands. Representative Lantz offered an 
amendment changing the whisky provision. 
The republicans were unable to defeat it, 
but saved themselves temporarily by taking 
a recess until 8 o'clock. 

At that hour the democrats returned to 
their work with their coats off. They put 
the Lantz amendment through. They re- 
stored all the food standards and took away 
from the pure food commission the right 
to establish these. One specific amendment 
put back the provisions requiring the pres- 
ence of 10 per cent available carbon dioxide 
im baking powder. It was offered by Repre- 
sentative McGoorty, who in writing it had 
omitted several. words. 


Shurtleff Shows His Rage. 

When the clerk observed this, after the 
amendment had been adopted, he called Mr. 
McGoorty to the desk, to write in the omitted 
part. Mr. Shurtleff, who had been seeing his 
organization used as a door mat for the 
democratic side, gave way to considerable 
exasperation and indicated it by the whack 
with the gavel, which did physical damage 
to his desk. 

“From this on,” he said, “ this house will 
try to get a little purity in legislative meth- 
ods as well as in food. An amendment, after 
being adopted, has been changed before my 
eyes.”’

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SNOW BURIES MAY FLOWERS. 


Wintry Blasts Sweep Chicago and 
Make Weather Record, 


COLDER IN 1875 AND 1895. 


—_— 


But on Those Two Occasions There 
Was No Icy Precipitation. 


Snow fell in Chicago yesterday in the mer- 
ry month of May for the first time as far 
back as any one can remember, unless it be 
Fernando Jones or the ghost of a Pottawato- 
mie Indian. 

Just as the people were beginning to be- 
lieve the point of human endurance had been 
reached in eccentric meteorological condi- 
tions, the god of unseasonable weather sifted 
enough snow out of a murky sky to white 
the downtown streets until it melted, and in 
the suburbs to leave a blanket last night 
varying from a half inch to an inch and a 
half in thicknesa, 


Coldest Day in May Since 1895. 

The people, furthermore; shivered in an 
atmospheré of 34° and bought more medicine 
for coughs and grip. The weather man said 
it was the coldest May day since 1875, with 
the single exception of May 14, 1895, when 
the mercury registered 82° above zero. But 
there was no snow then. On May 2, 1875, 
there was a temperature of 27°, but still no 
snow. The weather bureau closed at 9 p. 
m., with the thermomter “ going down,’’ and 
the figure 84° may be beaten before morning. 
It was 35° on the downtown streets at mid- 
night, but then it is always warmer there 
than up in the free-air. 

Medicine Hat, austere father of blizzards, 
couldn’t be blamed for the snow storm. A 
meteorological conspiracy between Iowa, 
Kansas, and Nebraska was held responsible. 

The storm is expected to pass by this morn- 
ing, and Prof. Cox ventures to predict warmer 
temperature tomorrow. Maybe there will 
be sunshine today. 


Snow Starts at 3:30. 

The snow begah to fal] at 8:30 o'clock in the 
afternoon, whitening the garments of the 
shoppers who thronged State street, and by 
4 o'clock the storm was oninearnest. Down- 
town the feathery flakes melted almost as 
soon as they reached the pavement, but out 
in Lakeview and in the remoter districts of 
Hyde Park and around Congressman Will- 
jam Lorimer’s residence out in Douglas boule- 
vard, it piled up in true midwinter style. 

- The most disgusted persons were fiat dwell- 

ers caught between movings. With all their 
goods and chattels piled high in the alleys, 
while the sturdy movers worked with more 
deliberation than usual, there were loud 
voiced complaints against the snow and the 
cold, 

The coal man hummed the old saw about an 
ill wind contentedly, and the ice dealers 
talked of a conspiracy on the part of the ele- 
ments. 

Damage was done to the early flowers in 
7 the parks, but as only the hardier plants had 
been set out, the damage was nothing seri- 


ous. 
“First Robin” Surprised. 

Stories of distress occasioned by the heavy 
snow storm came from allithe suburbs. The 
most pathetic was from Mont Clare, where 
for many years the first robin of each gentle 
spring has been sighted for THE TRIBUNE by 
James McGann. Mr. McGann saw. and re- 
ported the robin away back in February. It 
was said last night he was preparing to send 
) in & report on a snowbird just sighted. The 
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an inch and a half of snow had fallen during 
the afternoon. 

‘* There's an inch of snow down here,”’ said 
Batling Nelson in Hegewisch. ‘I've just 
finished sweeping off a block of walks and am 
feeling fine.’’ 

It snowed most of the afternoon in Evans- 
ton and an inch and @ quarter of whiteness 
covered the ground in the neighborhood of 
the police station, the desk sergeant thought, 
It was rumored that some of the students of 
the university went out bob riding. 


Snow North to Kenosha. 

At the information department of the 
Northwestern railroad it was said that snow 
covered the ground all along the line as far 
north as Kenosha, fifty-one miles from this 
city, and that the Chicago people who had 
moved out to their country estates were sorry 
they had left their comfortable town houses. 
Some of the Northwestern trains were a little 
late but it was not necessary to get he snow 
plows out. 

Im Riverside, where there always have been 
May stivals, a disconsolate party of citi- 
zeimAathered and shivered at the club house 
and dommented on the inch or so of snow that 
covered the melancholy landscape. Riverside 
is in the center of the ‘‘a-~-Maying ”’ district, 
but the flowers are not numerous there this 
week. 

Cold Throughout Middle West. 

The cold weather extended throughout the 
greater part of the middle west states, snow 
falling in many states just west of the Mis- 
sissippi river, and as far east as Ohio. In 
Nebraska, where a high wind was blowing, 
drifts large enough to delay trains were 
formed. Great loss of fruit is feared. 


SMOKE FILLS BIG DEPOT; 
TELEGRAPH WIRES DEAD. 


Fire in Cable Under Union Station, 
Probably Due to Short Circuit, Causes 
Terror and Stops Communication. 


Telegraph communication of the railroads 
entering’ the Union station was cut off for 
several hours and considerable excitement 
was caused among passengers in the station 
waiting rooms last night, when, from defec- 
tive insulation, fifty wires in a conduit direct- 
ly -under the main waiting room became 
crossed, threatening for a time to set fire to 
the buillding. 

Until after midnight Chicago was “‘ dead ”’ 
for stations of the Chicago and Alton, Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, Pennsylvania, 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul 
railroads. Several large cables of the West- 
ern Union Telegraph company were also put 
out of commission. All the lines are owned 
by the Western Union company, the railroad 
company wires being leased, 

The fire occurred at 9 o’clock, when the sta- 
tion was crowded with passengers. In the 
scramble for exits when smoke poured into 
the waiting rooms, it was thought that sev- 
eral women and children had been injured, 
but the police were unable to find any one 
who had been hurt. 

The fire is believed th have been caused by 
water leaking from a sewer into the conduit 
and causing a short circuit.

Merit Board Prepares to Dismiss 
Schubert and Wilcox. 


GROSS NEGLECT IS CHARGED. 


Commission Asserts Nuisance Can Be 
Abated if Laws Are Enforced. 


The city civil service commission yester- 
day afternoon took action that will result 
in Smoke Inspector John C. Schubert and 
Supervising Engineer Robert B. Wilcox be- 
ing dismissed from office. The reason given 
is that they have not done their duty in 
abating the smoke nuisance in Chicago. The 
actual step taken was to order formal 
charges to be filed against thetwomen. The 
evidence already has been heard, but with 
a view to deciding on whether the men should 
be placed on trial. The decision is yes. 

The report of the commission was the re- 
sult of the investigation into the conduct of 
the smoke inspector’s office begun by the 
City club some time ago. The report was 
signed by Commissioners Powell and 
Wenter. Commissioner Prentiss explained 
he had not signed simply because he had 
not had time to go over the evidence. As 
this is a case where the commission is at 
once prosecutor and jury, it does not take 
much foresight to guess the result of the 
trial. It is believed that as a matter of 
fact Schubert and Wilcox will resign be- 
fore going through a forma! trial. 

“ We deem it our duty under the evidence 
submitted.’’ says the commission, “‘ to recom- 
mend and direct and hereby do recommend 
and direct that charges of incompetency and 
neglect of duty be filed against Chief Smoke 
Inspector John C. Schubert and Supervising

BEATS. ALL RECORDS. 


Octopus Traverses Regulation Course | 


at Newport, R. I., in an Average 
Speed of a Little More than Eleven 
Knots an Hour—Semi-Submerged 


Rate Is Ten Knots—<Air Inside the | 


Craft Pure and Wholesome After 
Seven | Hours. 


Newport, R. I., May 3.—[Specia!l. ]—The gub- 
marine boat Octopus today broke two speed 
records in its trial trips before the govern* 
ment board which ig conducting a series of 
tests and) experiments in this class of boats. 
Going three times over the regulation course 
the Octopus made an average surface speed 
of a fraction over eleven knots, using its en- 
gines alone and reserving its batteries for 
submerging. 

Later, in a semi-submerged condition, as 
required by the board’s regulations, it beat 
the world’s record by making ten knots. The 
batteries were used for the semi-submerged 
tests. 

In making these speeds the boat exceeded 
its contract requirements by more than half 
a knot. The Lake, which went through the 
@urface trials yesterday, made only 7.60 knots 


with the engines alone and. 8.80 knots with) 


its engines.and motors combined, thus giv- 
ing the Octopus the advantage conditions, be- 
ing equal of about three and a half knots over 
the competitor. ‘ 

The boat was on the course for seven hours 
today, more than half the time running ina 
semi-submerged condition with conning 
tower sealed and operating under its batter- 
igs. At the end of that time the Octopus 
still retained nearly one-half of its electric 
motive power. As the boat was hermetically 
sealed during this time an examination of the 
air was made by the board after the rung 
were over, it was found to be entirely in a 
healthy condition, the ventilation proving en- 
tirely satisfactory. 

At the conclusion of the last run the mat 
made a dive for the purpose of demonstrat- 
ing its ability to go under water at a mo- 
ment’s notice. The dive was entirely suc- 
cessful, | 

The Octopus will make its submerged runs. 
tomorrow morning. 


TWENTY-NINE ARE DEAD 
IN EXPLOSION AT CANTON. 


Arsenal in Chinese Port Blows Up, 
Wrecking Buildings Even a Mile 
Away. 


HONGKONG, May 3.—Twenty-nine dead 
have been taken from the ruins of buildings 
wrecked by the explosion of the powder 
magazine at the arsenal in Canton last 
evening.” How many more bodies are in 
the ruins is yet to be ascertained. 

Hundreds of persons were injured by the 
explosion, which was so tremendous that 
houses a mile away from the arsenal were 
unroofed. 

A number of important Chineseand foreign 
mercantile establishments were demolished. 

Fifteen buildings were razed to the ground, 
and more than a hundred were seriously 
wrecked. A section 200 feet long from the 
massive city wall was thrown down. The 
hi may storied porcelain pagoda es- 
caped with slight injuries.

British Monarch, Traveling at Sixty- 
five Miles an Hour Speed, with 
White Hot Axle Under One of the 
Cars—Precautionary Stop Before 
Entering Simplen Tunnel Reveals 
Peril—Grease Box Found to Have 
Been Wrenched Of.

GENEVA, May 8.—What seemed a trivial 
occurrence, the overheating of an axle, com- 
Ppelling the removal of a car from a train on 
which King Edward was traveling in France, 
is now declared by newspapers here to have 
been probably an attempt to wreck the train. 

Before entering the Simplon tunnel the 
train was stopped as a measure of precaution 
at Sion, where it was found that a grease 
box on one of the axles was missing. The 
train had been running at the rate of sixty- 
five miles an hour, with the axle at white 
heat. 

If the train had gone a few miles farther the 
axle might have fuged, when the car would 
have been derailed. It is stated the bolts 
and pins securing the box evidently had been 
deliberately removed. An inquiry is being 
made. 


HINDOO MOB BREAKS LOOSE 
IN ATTACK ON EUROPEANS. 


City of Rawalpindi Scene of Serious 
Anti-Foreign Uprising Which Is 
Is Suppressed by Armed Police. 


ALLAHABAD, British India, May 8.—Seri- 
ous anti-European riots have occurred at 
Rawalpindi, Punjab. A Hindoo mob burned 
two bungalows, pillaged the mission church. 
looted the poetoffice, burned a garage, and 
all the motor cars in it, destroyed the plant 
of a power house, and smashed the windows 
of the residences of many Europeans. Armed 
police eventually dispersed the rioters. The 
town is now patrolled by the Tenth Hussars. 

The outbreak is attributed to the incen- 
diary influence of agitators, who also caused 
the recent outbreak et Lahore. 

Rawalpindi ig a fortified town of the Pun- 
jab, and hes a population of about 90,000.

RELICS OF 17 CENTURIES AGO. 


Indian Explorers in Chinese Turkestan 
Prove Influence of Greek Art on 
Buddhism Early in Present Era. 


ALLAHABAD, British India, May 3.—Dr. 
N. A. Stein, leader of the Indian government 
mmission to eastern Turkestan, has made im- 
portant archeological discoveries in Chinese 
Turkestan. 

On the site of an ancient village in a desert, 
northward of Niya, he obtained a rich yield 
of antiquities illustrating every day life s®- 
enteen centuries ago, showing the predom- 
inant influence to have been Greco-Buddhist 
art, and including records written on wood- 
en tables in the script of the Kharosth. 

At Miram he found nearly 1,000 Tibetan rec- 
ords. Many interesting artremains were dis- 
covered in a ruined Buddhist shrine, includ- 
ing colossal stucco reliefs closely related to 
the Greco-Buddhist sculpture of the first cen- 
turies of the Christian era.

U. 8. TO AVANGE A NEGRO. 


NICARAGUAN SOLDIERS MAY = BE 
HANGED FOR ATTACK. 


Captain of American Gunboat Mari- 
etta Has Policemen and Soldiers 
Involved in Outrage at Puerto 
Cortez—If Man Dies Prisoners Will 
Be Tried for Murder and Guilty 
Ones Hanged at Yardarm in Front 
ef the Port. 


PUBRTO CORTEZ, April 29, via Mobile, 
Ala., May 8,—Bluejackets from the United 
States gunboat Marietta today landed here 
and arrested the chief of police and a number 
of policemen, along with three officers and 
several soldiers of the Nicaraguan army, as 
the result of an unprovoked attack upon a ne- 
gro named James Davis, whois an American 
citizen. 

‘he prisoners were taken aboard the 
Marietta, and if Davis dies, as it is feared 
he will. some of them will be tried for murder 
and the guilty, one’s hanged. at the gunboat’s 
yardarm in front of the port. 


Negro Attacked Without Cause. 

George Davis, the negro, was standing near 
the railroad station at La Laguna talking 
with three or four other negro companions, 
also Americans, when a drunken Nicaraguan 
soldier armed@ with a machette approached 
the party and, without any provocation, de- 
manded to know what they were talking 
about. Davis answered that it was none of 
his business, whereupon the Nicaraguan sol- 
dier drew his machette and attacked Davis. 

A companion of the Nicaraguan soldier 
ran to a police station, and a squad of police 
and Nicaraguan soldiers arrived and dragged 
Davis toward the cuartel. The party cursed 
and beat him brutally over the head and body 
until Davis was unconscious. The soldiers 
and police threw him upon the ground. The 
companions of Davis asked the soldiers to 
permit them to carry him out of the sun until 
medical assistance arrived, but they were 
cursed and told to let him lay there. 

Within ten minutes the bluejackets of the 
Marietta, under Ensign Rorsach, were on the 
spot. Capt. Fullam’s orders were sharp and 
decisive: 

“Arrest the chief of police and the police- 
men engaged in the asgault, put them in 
irons, and send them aboard ship. Arrest the 
Nicaraguan officers and men engaged in the 
assault and hold them for orders.’’ 


Will Demand Reparation. 
The Paducah moved to a position fronting 
the Nicaraguan cuartels, while the Marietta 
covered the cuartels in the port. 
Notice aleo was served on the Honduran 
and Nicaraguan authorities that reparation 
would be demanded and punishment should 
be inflicted upon all of the perpetrators of 
the outrage.

IRISH EXPOSITION OPEN TODAY. 


Dublin Fair, Intended to Revive Droop- 
ing Industries of Erin, Promises 
to Be a Great Success. 


DUBLIN, May 8.—The Irish international 
exhibit, which opens here tomorrow, is de- 
signed to revive the drooping interests of the 
country ‘and at the same time present a pic- 
ture of Irish development and progress. Men 
of all classes, creeds, and politics have 
worked indefatigably, a guarantee fund of 
nearly $1,000,000 has been raised, and an ex- 
position eclipsing anything previously at- 
tempted in Ireland is assured. The opposition 
manifested by the nationalists has somewhat 
abated, and the shew promises to be a suc- 
cessful one. 

The site contains fifty acres and embrgces 
certain numerous buildings of great beauty 
and extent. 

The central palace occupies the center of 
the park. Four rectangular wings radiate 
from it and are devoted to Irish manufac- 
tured products. The palace of industriesisa 
huge building largely occupied by Irish 
manufacturers, but Japanese and Italian ex- 
hibiters have important sections in this bulld- 
ing, while New Zealand has a fine exhiMt. 

The palace of mechanical arts is divided 
into four sections, devoted to transportation, 
engineering, machinery in motion, and gen- 
erating plant for power and lighting.

President Authorized to Name 
Receiver of Customs for 
Island Republic. 


NOW UP TO THE SENATE. 


Modus Vivendi:in Foree Since 
1895 Has Put Little Nation’s 
Debt in Shape. 


SANTO DOMINGO, ‘Republic of Santo 
Domingo, May 8.—The new treaty between 
the United States and Santo Domingo, in- 
tended to replace the treaty which has been 
pending before the United States senate for 
the last two years, was ratified by the Do- 
minican congress today. 

The treaty marks a new departure in the 
relations of the United States to the smaller 
republies of the western hemisphere for, in 
the case of Santo Domingo, the United States 
now becomes legally a trustee in a financial 
sense, and in the discharge of its new duties 
must go so far in the preservation of order 
and the accompanying discouragement of 
revolutions as is incident to the control of 
the customs houses and the collections of the 
republice’s revenues. 


History of the Treaty. 

The original treaty was rejected at Wash- 
ington. The agreement gave place on March 
$1, 1905, to a modus vivendi which has 
operated up to this time. This placed an 
American collector in charge and provided 
for the deposit in New York of 55 per cent 
of the customs receipts for the benefit of the 
Dominican creditors. 

The modus vivendi led to the deposit in 
New York of $3,000,000, 

The substance of the modus vivendi in the 
shape of a treaty was placed before the 
United States senate last February. The 
way had been paved by an agreement be- 
tween Federico Velasquez, the Dominican 
minister of finance, and the creditors of the 
republic whereby the latter agreed to a 50 
per cent reduction in their claims if these 
were settled in cash. 


Bank Gives $20,000,000. 


A New York banking house undertook to 
advance the money, accepting for the $20,- 
000,000 five per cent, fifty year bonds, which 
will now be promptly issued, with the result 
that all of the creditors of Santo Domingo 
will be embodied in this single New York 
firm. 

The new treaty provides for the appointment 
by the president of the United States of a 
receiver of customs to collect the Dominican 
revenues as long as the bonds are outstand- 
ing. On the first day of each month he is to 
pay $100,000 to the fiscal agent of the loan. 
If the customs receipts exceed $3,000,000 an- 
nually, then one-half of the surplus shall Re 
applied to the sinking fund.

LANSING WOMAN WITH WHOM 
EDITH PRESLEY LIVED TALKS. 


Mra. Myra Scott Declares in Presence 
eof Dead Girl’s Brother the Bancroft 
Representative Was Responsible 
for the Condition Which Dreve the 
Pretty Senate Stenographer to Her 
Death in a Detroit Hespital—Tells 
What Ske Knows. 


Lansing, Mich., May 3.—[Special. }—“ I was 
#-dith'’s confidante. From things I saw and 
from what Edith told me, I am convinced 
Charles E. Ward wes responsible for her 
condition up to the time she left for Detroit.” 

So said this morning Mrs. Myra Scott, pro- 
prietor of the boarding house where the late 
dith Presley lived. 

Frank Presley, brother of Edith, was pres- 
ent and his reluctant answers to questions 
evoked the outburst from Mrs. Scott. 

“Mr. Ward is afraid of what I know,”’ 
added Mrs. Scott. ‘‘ That Sunday Edith died 
he called me up twice and asked what I 
knew. I told him that what I had not seen 
for myself Edith had told me. Then he came 
to the house, although I had forbidden him to 
do so over the phone. He brought his wife 
with him, but they did not come in.” _ 


Girl’s Brother Is Silent. 

While Mrs. Scott talked the brother neither 
affirmed nor denied the landlady’s statement. 

“I want Mr. Ward to read what I have 
said,’ she repeated. “ Edith was a dear, 
pure girl, the brightest girl in Lansing, and 
[ loved her. I'm an old woman, and have 
suffered much, but this is the saddest thing I 
have ever had to bear.’’ 

The impression conveyed by Mrs. Scott's 
words and demeanor was not that of animus 
for Ward, but of growing indignation be- 
Then Mrs. Scott 
broke down and cried. She is a stout, moth- 
erly woman, and keeps a homelike, unpre- 
tentious boarding house at 220 Chestnut 
street south. Every word she uttered was 
given with a certain deliberation, but her 
voice trembled with feeling and her tears 
brimmed over. 


Convinced of Man’s Guilt. 

Frank Presley stood by, hands in pockets 
and silent, but his face worked with emotion 
and he was near tears. He had been arrang- 
ing for the disposal of Edith’s clothing and 
personal possessions. 

‘**IT am convinced of the guilt of one man,.”’ 
was all he would gay. 

Mrs. Scott’s much repeated statement that 
what she had not seen for hereelf Edith had 
told her was evidently not new to him. 

Ward still Hes in a precarious condition 
at his home here, but says he will testify at 
the inquest in Detroit next week. 

Dr. George A. Fritch of Detroit was today 
arraigned on a charge of manslaughter in 
connection with the case and stood mute. 


BOY THOUGHT TO BE STOLEN 
FOUND DEAD IN A BARREL. 


Cleveland Child Declared by Police to 
Have Been Murdered—Father and 
Two Others in Sweatbox. 


Cleveland, O., May 3.—{Special. ]—Alex 
Hoenig, 3 years old, missing since Monday 
night from his father’s home at 2822 Scovill 
avenue, was found dead, strangled with saw- 
dust, today in a barrel im a backyard two 
doors away, by a neighbor, Mrs. M. Leopold. 
Two hours later the boy’s father, David 
Hoenig, a grocer and milk dealer; 8. L. 
Schwartz, a plumber, and Mary Leiby, a do- 
mestic employed by Hoenig, were taken to 
the central police station, where they told 
the police what they knew of the case. 

Tonight Schwartz was locked up, to be held 
as a witness before the coroner. No charge 
has been filed against him. That the boy was 
strangled with sawdust was proved at the 
autopsy held this afternoon. 

The police now declare that the child was 
killed in a shed near which the barrel stood 
in which his body was found, and that he was 
killed Thursday night, after he had been 
returned to the vicinity of his father’s home 
by the persons who had him in their charge. 

Doctors Schultz and Jewett, performing the 
autopsy, found that the little fellow’s mouth 
was full of sawdust, which had been forced 
down into his throat, filling the windpipe. 
This, they declared, had caused his death.

Chicagoans Unanimous in In- 
dorsing Plan to Honor the 
Memory of Late Jurist.

LAWYERS ARE PLEASED. 


A. 8. Trude Declares People Gen- 
erally Will Hail Chance to 
Esteem Dead Judge. 


The suggestion of THz Tripune that a 
permanent memorial to the late Judge 
Joseph HE. Gary be established by the oiti- 
zens. of Chicago received strong impetus 
yesterday in the approval of men conspicu- 
ous In every department of the city’s activity. 

The executive officials of one organization 
declared themselves ready, if it should prove 
advisable, to advocate the undertaking of 
the project by a committee of that body. 
Among the other expressions of approval 
whi¢h the plan called forth, thase of the at- 
at gd of the city were especially enthusi- 
astic. 

“I read of Tue Trispune’s plan with a: 
great deal of pleasure,’’ said former Judge 
John Barton Payne. ‘' It is an excellent idea. 
Judge Gary was a unique character, wholly 
apart from the fact that he presided in ene 
famous case. He was on the bench longer 
than any other jurist in Illinois; he was ab- 
solutely independent of any party or po- 
litical affiliationa, and he attended to his 
judicial duties with an eye single for the 
work in hand. It is eminently fitting that 
these facts should be recognized.”’ " 


A. §. Trude Enthusiastic. 

Attorney A. 8. Trude, one of Judge Gary’s 
closest personal friends, was similarly en- 
thuslastic. 

‘‘Just what form such a memorial should 
take I do not know,’’ he said, ‘“‘ but I am sure 
that such a movement, if it is started, will 
be popular. The lawyers as well as the peo- 
ple in general will be glad to support it.’’ 

Gustave F. Fischer, chairman of the jury 
reform committee of the Industrial club, 
and a former president of the organization, 
intimated that, if it should appear to be ap- 
propriate, the club would probably consider 
plans for fathering the memorial project 

‘Judge Gary's ability, energy, and integ- 
rity,’’ he added, ‘‘and the fact that he re- 
mained on the bench almost to the day of his 
death, and his wholly unusual achievements 
as 4 man and as a jurist should be recognized 
in some permanent form. Personally, I don't 
think that a monument would be the best 
form for such a memorial. But in some 
form or other the memorial should be real- 
ized.’’ 


Reynolds Favors Memorial. 

The Industrial club's present head, George 
M. Reynolds, said that a protracted absence 
from the city will prevent his participating 
actively in whatever plans made be made, 
but indorsed the plan heartily. 

‘'I didn't know Judge Gary personally,” 
he said, *‘ but from what I am told I judge 
that such men are few and far between. And 
I believe that any movement toipreserve the 
memory of such a man is an excellent thing. 
Personally, I shall do whatever I can to co- 
operate in the movement if it is undertaken. 

** Chicago needs such memorials more than 
any other city in the world. Weare so taken 
up with business that we rarely turn our 
minds to anything else. And Judge Gary was 
one of the men whose lives show that there 
aré other things in life than the mere making 
of money. It ig a tendency—a distinctively 
Chicago tendency—and if something definite 
can be done to recognize the worth of atruly 
large man it certainly should be put into 
execution.”’ 


Mills Indorses Project. 

“The character and career of Joseph E. 
.Gary.”’ said Attorney Luther Laflin Mills, 
“certainly merit the recognition propoged 
by THe TRIBUNE. His judicial wisdom and 
courage served well the cause of justice and 
the safety of Chicago when anarchy was 
here on trial, and the beneficial and lasting 
effect throughout the nation of hig attitude 
as a judge at that time in vindication of our 
institutions cannot be measured. 

“The whole course and conduct of his life 
marked him as a model citizen and a de- 
voted patriot, atrue American. A permanent 
memorial of such a man would be in the long 
years of the future a powerful inspiration 
for good and useful citizenship.”

APPROVAL GIVEN 


PRESIDENT OF FRISCO TRACTION 
LINE BEFORE JUBY. 


Accompanied by General Manager of 
United Railroads He Goes to An- 
swer Inguisitors’ Summons — Dis- 
trict Attorney Says That When 
Warned Testimony Might Be Used 
Against Them They Declined to 
Give Evidence in Bribery Charges. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 3.—The appear- 
ance of President Patrick Calhoun and Gen- 
eral Manager Thornwell Mullally before the 
Grand jury chamber this afternoon was a 
long looked for signal that the inquisitorial 
board had reached its promised investiga- 
tion of the municipal bribery charges 
ggainst the United railroads. 

From District Attorney Langdon it was 


learned that Mr. Calhoun and Mr. Mullally: 


were informed by Assistant District Atior- 
ney Heney that they were summoned to give 
testimony ag to the alleged bribery of super- 
yisors and others by which it is claimed 
the United railroads obtained its overhead 
trolley privileges in San Francisco; that 
whatever testimony they might give might 
be used against them in a criminal action; 
that they had the right to refuse to testify 
on one ground only—namely: that to testify 
might tend to incriminate themselves and 
render them liable to criminal prosecution, 
and that thereupon each refused to testify. 

Mr. Calhoun said tonight on behalf of Mr. 
Mullally and himeelf: 


“For months past: the public prints have: 


been full of charges traceable to the prosecu- 
tion that they had positive evidence that the 
United railroads had spent not less than 
$450,000 in bribing the officials of this city. 
I have repeatedly stated that neither I nor 
the United railroade nor any officials of the 
United railnoads had bribed any one, au- 
thorized any bribery, knew of any bribery, 
or approved of any bribery. This statement 
I now fully reaffirm. It is not for us nor 
any officer of our company to disprove these 
grave charges. It is for those making them to 
prove them.”’ 


ARMY ORDER TRANSFERS 
GEN. F. D. GRANT TO CHICAGO 


Adjutant General Issues Notice of 
General Shifting of Heads of the 
Various Military Departments. 


Maj. Gen. Frederick D. Grant soon will 
become a resident of Chicago again as com- 
mander of the department of the lakes, ac- 
cording to an order issued yesterday by the 
adjutant general of the army. Gen. Grant is 
at present in command of the department of 
the east at Governor's island, and his new 
appointment will bring him back to a city 
which in a sense he regards as hishome.

Under a “Shed Permit ” 
Rouses Downey’s Wrath. 
THINKS IT “THE LIMIT.” 


Proprietors of Two Lunch Clubs 
Notified to Construct More 
Stairways, 


Building operationa on the new Orpheum 
theater under construction at 176 State street 
were stopped peremptorily yesterday when 
it was discovered that only a “‘ shed permit ” 
had been taken out for the work. 

An inspector of the building department 
reported the violation to Building Commis- 
sioner Joseph Downey, who at once sent a 
policeman to the place with orders to stop all 
work. The commissioner then sent for the 
contractor, Mark Salomon, and demanded an 
explanation. Salomon admitted he had failed 
to inform the department that a theater was 
to be erected, but excused himself by saying 
he thought a permit for alterations was suf- 


ficient when the building was only to be 
“ altered,’ 


“It’s the Limit,’? Says Downey. 


alterations.” Permits of this kind cost $4 
and are known technically as ‘‘ shed per- 
mits."’ They are issued only for alterations 
of a slight character.’ The theater-is de- 
signed to seat at least 800 persons, which 
would place it in theaters of “ class 4.”’ 

“This certainly is the limit,”’ said Com- 
missioner Downey after he had got over his 
astonishment. “ How in the world did this 
thing go through? Here they are spending 
$40,000 and practically reconstructing an old 
building on a ‘ shed permit’ costing $4. 

“No work shall be done on that theater 
until a regular theater permit has been taken 
out. A permit for such a building, or rather 
such alterations as they are making, will 
cost at least §$60.’’ 


Action Against Lunch Clubs. 


Commissioner Downey also decided to take 
immediate action against the proprietors of 
two “lunch clubs” after receiving reports 
from the inspectors. They are the Noon Day 
club, 86 Wabash avenue, and the Wabash 
Lunch club, 148 Wabash avenue. 

At the Noon Day club it was found that, 
although the building is provided with two 
stairways, both open on elevator shafts, 
which would destroy the use of the stairways 
as exits in case of fire. Inspector Kelling 
said he had called this to the attention of 
H. C, Metcalf, owner of the building. 

The Wabash Lunch club was found to have 
only one stairway, eight feet and eight inches 
wide. An iron stairway recently was ordered 
erected in the rear of the building, but it has 
not been built. Ferdinand Fitch, owner of 
the building, was given a twenty-four hour 
notice to begin work on the additional stair- 
way. 

The Olive club, 255 Dearborn street, was 
found to be in fairly good condition as to 
exits and fire protection. In front there is a 
stairway four feet and six inches wide, with 


feet wide from Plymouth place.

COURT POSTPONES ACTION—B. AND 
0. TO REDEEM BONDs. 


Affairs of Transfer Rallway Company 
Believed te Be Under Way te Re- 
construction—Thought That Him 
Harriman Interests Have Agreed on 
Joint Action—Commerce Commis- 
sion to Decide Rate Cases on West-~ 
ern Shipments. 


The sale of the property of the Chicago 
Terminal Transfer railway company, sched- 
uled for yesterday under the order of the 
United States Circuit court, was indefinitely 
Postponed because of the order of the court 
allowing the Baltimore and Ohio interests 
to step in and redeem the bonds amounting 
to $15,000,000. 

It was understood at the time the order 
was entered the Harriman and Hill interests, 
which were contesting for the possession of 
the property, had reached a settlement where- 
by both interests would enjoy the property 
jointly. This conclusion has since been 
strengthened by the Hill interests depositing 
more than one-half the bonds with the Balti- | 
more and Ohio agents for redemption.

Roads Plead Rate Cases. 


Two questions of the application of rates, 
which will have much effect on all shipments, 
were considered in Judge Kohlsaat’s court- 
room in the federal building by Special Ex- 
aminer John H. Marble of the interstate 
commerce commission.
